S. far aaj have'only 
las-uable to i-.nipare the breadths sown 
one year with another, and estimate 
the I'litR-rciice In-tweeli succeeding am 
hy so inaccurate a standard. We think 
this can la* remedied, and it shall la- 
our purpose iu the future to do so. As 
w ith the w heat crop, so is it with all 
other crops grown in Kentucky. 

The farmers of Kentucky are pcr- 
ha|M further la-hind in two esseinial 
particulars, on which so much depends,

The exi-eption- 
ally warm weather of the last few 
week- has caused it In many instances 
to mould in the slna-k to some extent ;
